In  1944  86  children  were  taken  to  the  Royal  Infirmary,  Edin- 
burgh, by  the  Health  Visitors  on  behalf  of  their  parents,  for  removal 
of  adenoids  with  or  without  removal  of  tonsils. 

MENTALLY  DEFECTIVE  CHILDREN. 

Our  records  showed  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
one  mongolian  defective,  8 feeble-minded  persons,  and  one  mental 
defective  resident  in  the  County. 

MINOR  AILMENTS. 

Berwickshire  has  no  school  clinics,  and,  consequently,  cases 
which  ordinarily  would  be  treated  at  a school  clinic  have  here  to 
be  admitted  to  the  County  Hospital.  During  the  year  two  children 
were  admitted  for  malnutrition,  seven  for  impetigo,  two  for  ver- 
minous infestation,  five  for  scabies,  one  for  ringworm  and  one  for 
rheumatic  condition.

No  children  received  prophylactic  injections. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

Of  the  36  cases  of  tuberculosis  which  were  notified  during  the 
year,  in  19  patients  tuberculous  disease  was  localised  in  the  lungs 
and  in  17  patients  elsewhere. 

42  patients  received  institutional  treatment  during  the  year 
of  whom  19  were  already  in  institutions  when  the  year  began.  16 
for  pulmonary  conditions  and  3 for  non-pulmonary  conditions.  Of 
the  23  admitted  during  the  year,  13  were  on  account  of  pulmonary 
and  10  on  account  of  non-pulmonary  conditions.  Three  patients 
died  in  hospital  from  pulmonary  disease.  The  year  ended  with 
20  patients  under  treatment,  15  being  pulmonary  and  5 non- 
pulmonary. 

99  patients  were  X-rayed. 

The  number  of  persons  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis  known  to 
be  resident  in  the  County  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  55. 

VENEREAL  DISEASES— PREVENTION  AND  TREATMENT. 

16  patients  were  treated  under  this  scheme  during  the  year. 

DIABETES -PROVISION  FOR  MEDICINE  AND  TREATMENT. 

During  the  year  12  persons  received  supplies  of  insulin  free 
of  cost.

BLIND  PERSONS  ACT,  1938. 


The  number  of  persons  on  the  Blind  Roll  at  the  31st  December, 
1944,  was  25.  Two  new  cases  were  added  during  the  year,  and 
3 were  taken  off  the  roll. 

During  the  year  239  visits  were  paid  by  Miss  Campbell,  visitor 
of  the  Society  for  Teaching  the  Blind  in  their  own  homes,  and  in 
addition  32  visits  were  paid  by  the  Health  Visitors.
